The decision of the Morrisville 
school board on the possibility 
of jointure with Pennsbury may 
hinge on factors other than finan­ 
cial. 
In a report released today by 
I the 
Pennsylvania 
E c o n o m y 
League, the financial burden to 
the individual taxpayer in Mor­ 
risville will probably be the sam e 
regardless of jointure. 
If Morrisville elects to join the 
Pennsbury system , each taxpay­ 
e r s tands 4 ^ save about-one-fmH 
in the next five years. 
After 1962, when a new high 
school in a Pennsbury jointure 
will be necessary, the one mill 
saving will be wiped out with a 
slight increase added. 
If M orrisville does not join the 
Pennsbury 
system , 
a complete 
building program will be need­ 
ed in the borough. 
This will call for a new high 
school being built and the Robert 
M orris High school being convert­ 
ed into an elem entary school. 
The report stated the apparent 
financial balance in the two plans 
(jointure and independent expan­ 
sion) may leave the m atter open 
for decision on other grounds.
